(Amended) A method according to claim 1 , wherein as main carrier a page 



from a book shaped identification device is used.

(Amended) A method according to claim 1, wherein the carrier and/or the 


main carrier are heated under pressure to a temperature above 100°C, preferably more than 
150°C and in particular more than 200°C. 


If? 12. (Amended) An identification device according to claim 10, characterized in 
that it is a passport or driver's license or like personal identification means, wherein at least 
one image is a portrait fingerprint or comparable personal identification means.
